Last night, after the Comic Opera of The Padlock, a new Drama, 
ycleped Semi-Historical, under the title of Madame du Barry ; or, a 
Glance at a Court, was performed for the first time. It is an adaption 
of the Vaudeville of Madame du Barry, which was acted at this 
Theatre, by the French Company, but Mr. Poole, the translator, has 
considerably modified the plot, incidents and denouement, in order . 
to render it more congenial to the taste of an English audience, as in 
its French garb, it was little more than une piece de circonstance, 
called into being by the immense sensation which Les Memoires of 
that celebrated courtezan has excited amongst the Parisians. The 
interest of the Drama hinges on the attempt of the Duke de Richelieu, 
(Webster,) to supplant Madame du Barry, (Miss Taylor,) in the 
favor of the King, (H. Wallack,) by throwing in his way Florine, 
(Mrs. Ashton.) The virtue of Florine, who is affianced to Adrian 
Belleville, (Brindal,) defeats the projects of the machivalian duke, 
and in an interview with her, the king discovers her to be the orphan 
of a nobleman, who was killed at Fontenoy, bya. blow aimed at 
himself; on this discovery he creates Adrian a peer, and gives him the 
hand of Florine, to the great satisfaction of Madame du Barry, who 
not only saw in Florine a powerfol rival, but who also rejoiced in the 
happiness of Adrian, who had been one of her youthful playmates. 


The other characters were a set of time serving sycophants, ready 
to worship the mistress of the king, and equally ready to turn their 
backs upon her when they thought her influence declining. The cha- 
racter of Madame du Barry, we are sorry to say, was not well acted 
by Miss Taylor ; there was a continual straining at effect, and she 
only made one really good point, that was where she was about to con- 
front and detect the duplicity of Richelieu ; she did not seem to feel 
herself at all secure of her ground, and was even often at a loss for the 
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dialogue. Mrs. Ashton was uncommonly interesting as Florine, and 
obtained more applause than any of the other characters, Mr. Brindal 
and Mr Cooper were also very good in their respective parts ; but as 
a whole we do not think the drama will do much service to the Theatre. 
It was tolerably well received, but requires much curtailment ; its an- 





nouncement for repetition to-night was received with applause.—The 


house was by no means fall.
